Cc ounties Ask 
Tax Revenue 


BY J. L.- JENKINS. 


| County highway superintendents who 


have launched a new road revenue 
campaign designed to bring the lion’s 
share of any proposed Illinois gasoline 
tax back into the counties. where the 
revenue is derived, pointed out yester- 
day that forty-four of the forty-eight 
states in the Union levied a gas tax 
last year. This tax, which measures 
the actual use of highways, brought a 
total of $164,467,376 into highway 


ane. bullding funds. 


The highest gas tax cali was five conte 


w)}@ gallon and the lowest was 1 cent a gallon. 


South Carolina levied the five cent tax and 
added more than $6,000,000 to its highway 
building funds last year. Nevada, Arkansas, 
Florida, and North Carolina eacn collected a 
4 cent tax last year. Utah, West Virginia, 
and Georgia each collected 3% cents: Maine. 
Idaho, Oregon, Arizona, Indiana, Kentucky. 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Oklahoma, and New 
Mexico, 3 cents each. The remainder levy a 
tax of 2 cents a gallon on all gasoline sold 
in the states, with the exception of Texas 
and North Dakota. where the levy is 1 cent a 
gallon. 

The amount collected from each car regis- 
tered in the various states ranges from $4 
to $5, the average being 34.50 a car 2 wear

High a:Success 


| Keeps Pupils in School 
Longer, He Finds. | 


Junior high schools, adopted by the 
board of education eighteen months 
ago in the face of bitter ‘opposition 
from organized labor and other groups, 
were hailed as a success yesterday by 
school trustees after viewing a report 
prepared by Assistant Superintendent 
William J. Bogan which showed that 
the junior schools had stimulated pu- 
pils to continue their high school edu 
cation at a rate nearly twice as great 
as that under the old system. 

A careful check of the new system, 
which comprises six years eleméntary 
schooling, three years in junior highs, 
and three years in senior high schools, 
showed that more than 95 per cent of 
junior high graduates entered the 
tenth grade or second year of senior 
high schools, while only 63 per cent of 
the pupils entering the first year, or 
ninth grade, of the senior high schools 
from the eighth grade of the elemen- 


Analysis of the figures revealed that 
where the old eight grades elementary 
school and four years of senior high 
school are still in effect that 37 of 
every 100 pupils who enter the first | 
year of high school fail to complete 
the year and dfop out, whereas only 
5 out of every 100 junior graduates 
fail to enter the second year. 

The figures are considered a signifi- 
cant victory for board members who 
vote for the system at the time of its 
introduction.
